MBE / WBE: This contract will be awarded in compliance with Chapter 2-9 of the City Code (Minority-
Owned and Women-Owned Business Enterprise Procurement Program). No subcontracting opportunities
were identified; therefore, no goals were established for this solicitation.

The Austin-Travis County EMS Department (A/TCEMS) annually files approximately 7,500 claims to
Medicaid secking reimbursement for ambulance services provided to Medicaid beneficiaries. The total
amount of the annual claims is approximately $2,700,000, or an average of approximately $360 per claim
filed. On average, Medicaid pays approximately $50 per claim. Because current Medicaid
reimbursement rates for services provided by A/TCEMS are significantly less than charges, as well as Jess
than what Medicare or private insurance providers pay for the same service, federal guidelines now
provide an opportunity to increase payment rates from Medicaid up to applicable upper payment limits.

This contract is for the services of a consultant to implement a Medicaid Upper Payment Limit (UPL)
Program for the Emergency Medical Services Department in order to maximize Medicaid
reimbursements. The vendor has specialized expertise in implementing and managing UPL programs,
experience with dealing with the State Health and Human Services Commission, and the ability to handle
the workload involved.

Based on an analysis of actual billings by EMS and reimbursements paid by Medicaid, it is estimated that
an additional $700,000 in annual Medicaid reimbursements could be achieved through the establishment
of a UPL Program. This additional revenue estimate is calculated by analyzing actual Medicaid
reimbursements paid to EMS as compared to what may be allowed in a UPL program.
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Public Consulting Group will design and implement a program to include preparation and submission of
plans, communication with the State Health and Human Services Commission and the Federa! Centers for
Medicare and Medicaid, assistance with transaction processing and on-going management of the UPL
Program. The first-year costs of the contract will be paid in increments based on the successful
completion of milestones achieved during the implementation process.

An evaluation committee consisting of Emergency Medica! Services financial staff evaluated the
proposals based upon project concept and solutions proposed, demonstrated applicable experience, and
total evaluated cost. The recommended vendor also received high satisfaction ratings from previous
clients, including clients who implemented similar UPL programs, which resulted in substantially
increased revenue,
